United States Hospital ship Relief 


New York Harbor, Feb., 17, '99 


I am aboard this morning. 
I was 


quite glad, indeed, to get away from 
the island, it was so disagreeable 
there and so pleasant here. Just one 
hundred and ten of us came over in a 
launch from the island and such a 
jolly crowd you never saw. .Our bill 
cf fare over there "was simply living 
rations in[comparison with the dinner 
we got today. The food her is fine, 
and ril^iive from now on. I will be 
placed in the dispensary with one 
assistant and scarcely any work. ;i'm 
sure not to overwork myself. We ex- 


. pected to sail on Wednesday, but will 


not do so until Saturday, February 
25th. The sea is extremely fascinat- 
ing, that is the scene from New York 
harbor, as we circled the island to- 
day. 
The stewards are five jolly men 


and there's no doubt but what I will 
-be quite contented. 
As yet I have 


been unable to obtain a schedule of 
the route,'jbut*will do so before sail- 
ing that you may "know when and 
where I am. This ship is a beauty. 
Inside everything is white, with gold 
trimmings, and neat and clean as it 
can possibly be. I am very fortunate 
in getting in so desirable a branch of 
the service to worn. To give a full 
description of this ship would be 
quite difficult at present. You take, 
I think, too far serious a view of this 
venture on my part, nut if you could 
see the grandeur of this vessel, the 
excellent bill of fare, the soft, com- 
fortable beds and all the modern 
conveniences such "as 
electricity, 


steam heat, artificial ice, etc., yoi 
would soon change your mind am 
look at this as we do. I tell you thi 
is a trip of a life-time. I expec 
when I write again to tell you more 
in detail regarding the ship, also o 
my experience. I will drop you a 
letter at Gibraltar, as you know 
am still an acting steward, thereb; 
being placed upon what is known a 
the "non-commissioned staff." 
Thi: 


gives me first-class passage and mate 
me exempt from manual labor. The 
dispensary is on the second deck on 
the star-board. There are also two 
.wards on this floor. The steward's 
major's and quarters's offices, etc., are 
on the flcor No. 1. The dining room 
also is on that floor being iu close 
touch to ward Nc. 4. Our sleeping 


' rooms are all cut off from the wards 


thus placing us from all dangerous 
diseases The beds are all iron and 
are enameled pure white, with nice, 
comfortable springs, and cleanest o) 
linen. Our laundry Is done down in 
what is known a the "hole." The 
ice machine, electirc light plant, etc., 
are all located down there. The bed 
are single, one above the other, much 
on the order of the sleeping car. JOur 
rr.eals are served in courses, some- 
times as high as four being given us. 
The dishes are. served very much 
"a la restaurantus," only the variety 
is on the table, instead of having to 
order from the menu.

The weather bureau at this point

Sandy, the Licking and the Kentucky 
rivers are

floods. The-Tennessee and Cumber- 
land rivers are keeping pace with the 
rivers above them on the left bank of 
the Ohio. 


At all points on the Oh5o river from 


Gallipolis down to the Kentucky river 
the Ohio is rising. At Catlettsburg, 
where the big Sandy comes in, it is 
highest, 48 feet, and rising six inches 
an hour. At Point Pleasant, at the 
mouth of the Kanawha, it is 41 feet 
and rising six inches hourly. At Ports- 
mouth it is 48 feet and rising rapidly. 
There seems to have been a trough of 
very heavy rainfall in "West Virginia, 
between the base of the Alleghenies 
and the Ohio river. At Cincinnati the 
river has been rising three inches per 
hour for the last 15 hours, and is now 
SO feet.

"This was God speaking to Peter.

He 
was jealous of John, 
whom he 


thought received greater considera- 
tion at the'hand of God. He did not 
feet that the lines between the two 
had been equally drawn. And as 
Peter was jealous he would like to 
have had John out of his way. The 
lives of the two apostles were in 
strong contrast. The life of Peter 
was apparently one of hardships, 
with many trials and troubles, while 
the. life of John was one of compara- 
tive ease. The lives of two people 
«annot be just alike, and is it not 
better that they should be different? 
It would not be pleasant if .the lives 
w.qre the same with each member of 
a family. God's plans are far better 
ihan any we can arrange. 
People 


differ in Christian character. 
Some 


• are continually grumbling at. the op- 


portunities -offered them, when it 
would be far better were they to fol- 
low the teachings of Christ, .bearing 
the cross, thereby making the beat of 
the opportunities given them. Others

Again, some of you 
think you have not the faith that 
jour neighbor ha.s. Some will not 
contribute to the church because 
otiers do not. You say you have 
given your share. As if it were possi- 
ble that you could ever give your 
lull share to God. And what is the 
work of others to you? Mast you 
Sollow them? 'What is that to thee? 
^Follow thou Me.' 
Again, you will 


aot belong to church because some 
ane else does. Do you think this a 
•wise course to pursue? Do yoa think 
Sed would accept such an excuse? 
Sellgion does not consist simply in 
lihe salvation of ycur own soul. We 
are of one family here below, and we 
should see to it that each member of 
ihe family is saved with the redeemed 
above."

Fifty thousand kilogrammes of black 


powder exploded. It looks as though

•tones and impalpable black dust. 


Huge stones were hurled for miles. 


One weighing 50 kilogrammes fell in 
the suburb of Pone de Las. Siena of

Even at St Jean Devar, five 
miles distant, windows were shattered

a plumb line. If the top does not lean 
more than two feet in the caw of a 
large .tree or, more than four in the 
care1 of a small one, he consider* ''that' 
he can fell it in any direction be may 
desire. He then views the ground and 
select* the most; promising ' 'lay out," 
and the undercut is made exactly fac- 
ing it. The "undercut" usually extends 
about one-third through,, and then the 
tree Is sawed in from the back to meet it 


When the two cuts arc within six 


inches of meeting, the saw ia removed, 
and the tree is wsdged up until the top 
passes the center of gravity, when it 
falls by its own weight, easily breaking | 
the strip of wood remaining. 


Where the surface of the ground is 


such that it is necessary lor the butt 
and the top to strike the ground simul- 
taneously, the stump is snubbed off at 
the undercut, which provides a slant- 
ing surface, so that the butt has no 
place to rest and perforce slides to the 
ground. 


If the tree needs to be rolled off to 


one side, half the undercut is slanted, 
and a pile of chips is placed on the flat 
surface of the other half. The result 
never fails to manifest the efficacy of 
this device. Again, by leaving one side 
of the uncut wood between the under- 
cut and the saw cut thicker than the 
other, the tree may be drawn consider- 
ably away from it« natural course. 


'• 
BlanketH of Baric. 


In Ecuador, one of the South Ameri- 


can republics, the bark of a tree which 
grows on the slopes of the Andes'is 
utilized for the making of blankets. 
The blanket is over six feet long and 
over five feet wide and is as soft and 
pliable as though it were made of flan- 
nel. It is about the thickness of a good 
flannel blanket and can be rolled up and 
put in a strap without hurting or injur- 
ing it. 


This tree or bark blanket is merely a 


strip of bark cut from a section of the 
trunk of the blanket or dema jagua tree. 
The Indiana make a cutting around the 
trunk to get it, and they prepare it by 
soaking it in water until it is soft. It 
is then pounded so that the rough out- 
side can be stripped off and the inside 
alone left. The inside is of fine fibers BO 
joined together by nature that it makes 
a beautiful blanket, warm enough to 
be used as a cover and soft enough for 
a mattress.

The path 
of the cyclone was about 70 yards 
ffide, but its velocity was frightful and 
disastrous 5n result. 


The storm came up with alarming 


suddenness and swept everything in its 
path- It was accompanied by the ter- 
rific roar usually attending cyclones. 
Frightened inhabitants 
rushed 
for 


tteir cellars and places of safety. In 
tbe country great damage was done 
[o orchards and crops by the wind and 
hail. It is reported that further casual- 
lies resulted in outlying rural districts. 


The most frightful feature of 
the 


terrible tornado was the manner in 
which Jack Morer met his death. Ho 
was hurled by the wind's force from 
his house a distance of 700 yards, un- 
til his progress was impeded by a wire 
fence, which completely severed his 
head from the body. 


Ta addition to the loss of life and 


the destruction of residence and busi- 
ness property that has been reported, 
barns were swept away and stock kill- 
ed. Reports from upper east Tennes- 
see points are to the effect that a heavy 
wind storm prevailed and was accom- 
panied by terrific rains. Untold damage 
was done to crops. 


Lost In the Storm.

tions show we will have, will not do 
serious damage here. Thanks to the 
sewer traps and the raising of the 
streets in the lower end and in the 
East End, it will take 59J feet to 
pnt water on Chillicothe street and 
flood Third and Fourth streets. 


So far, the damage here has been 


comparatively light. Mill street is 
under water, as is a considerable 
Dortion of Front street.above Chilli- 
cotbe. All Mill street people have 
moved, so have' part of the Front 
street residents. The rest are pre- 
pearing to move, or have \taken up 
temporary headquarters upstairs. '- 


It will take three or four feet of 


water to ccver the first floors ofjjlower 
Front street business houses. The 
cellars are all flooded, however, and 
merchants in that section spent the 
greater part of Sunday in moving 
goods from their cellars. At the Heer 
shoe factory a carload of leather, 
wihck had been stored away in the 
cellar, had to bp. taken out. . 


The Biggs house cellar is also 


flooded and tbe furnace is not in 
operation. The bouse is being heated 
by means of old-fashioned cannon 
stoves. 


Jackson street is under water, and 


from there it is passing over to the 
lowlands west of Campbell avenue. 
The 
lowlands east 
of Campbell 


avenue are covered, but this street 
was raised several feet last year and 
it will take 59 feet to overflow and 
send the water pouring down Third 
street. 


Out in the north end the water is
